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Schools to release early Fridays in fall

Green County students 
will return to a different 
schedule when school re¬ 
sumes in the fall, with the 
most notable being Early 
Release Fridays. 

Green County Superin¬ 
tendent of Schools Jim Frank 


said he wants parents to 
have plenty of notice as the 
schools make the changes to 
comply with federal grant 
requirements. 

“Early Release Fridays in 
all of our schools means the 
school day will end for stu¬ 
dents at 12:25 every Friday,” 
he said. “We are letting you 
know now in order for you to 


plan ahead for your child’s 
early release on Fridays 
beginning the first week of 
school in August.” 

Frank said students will 
be released Friday in the 
same manner they are on 
any other day, whether rid¬ 
ing the bus, driving, or being 
picked up. 

To meet state require¬ 


ments for instructional time, 
the students’ school day 
Monday thru Thursday will 
be extended 13 minutes in 
the afternoon. Students will 
be released at 2:25 p.m. 

The early release on Fri¬ 
days will allow the school 
district to comply with a 
Race to the Top federal grant. 
That program focuses on de¬ 


veloping students as leaders 
in the classroom, accepting 
opportunities and taking re¬ 
sponsibility for their career 
goals while building the 
skills to prepare them for 
those careers or higher edu¬ 
cation, Frank said. 

“This grant requires ad-

BOE extends school one day

The Green County Board 
of Education amended its 
2012-13 school calendar to 
add one extra day to account 
for missed time earlier in the 
year. 

With the mildest year 
in recent memory from in¬ 


clement weather and wide¬ 
spread illness, the Board vot¬ 
ed unanimously Thursday to 
set today as the final day for 
students. The original last 
day had been scheduled for 
yesterday. 

The one missed day this 
school year came Jan. 25 
with the forecasted threat of 
a major ice storm, to strike 


the region. No days were 
missed to flu, which is nor¬ 
mally a major blow. 

The closing day for teach¬ 
ers will be tomorrow. Gradu¬ 
ation is set for Friday. 

School officials also an¬ 
nounced that teachers and 
faculty would receive no 
raises again this year due to 
budget constraints. 


City moves to restrict alley

The Greensburg City 
Council gave first reading 
Monday to an ordinance 
that will close a little-used 
alleyway to vehicular traf¬ 
fic to install heating and air 
conditioning for the new Se¬ 
nior Citizens Multipurpose 
Building. 

The council voted unani¬ 
mously to close a 63-foot sec¬ 
tion of First Alley North to 
motorized traffic. Foot traf¬ 
fic will be allowed to con¬ 
tinue to use the alleyway. 


The Council also approved 
refinancing al993 bond and 
using the interest savings to 
help fund repairs to a water 
tank on Hospital Hill. 

Marilyn Childers, a prop¬ 
erty owner on East Locust 
Street asked the City to 
pay for repairs to her home 
necessitated by water 
that flooded her basement 
when a culvert overflowed. 
Childers said that her in¬ 
surance company had paid 
for repairs when a drain 
backed up during the 2010 
record flooding, but refused 
to pay in 2011 and again 


last year because her policy 
did not cover flooding. 

The city has since re¬ 
paired the culvert, by dig¬ 
ging out and installing 
channel lining, but had to 
seek an easement from the 
Green County School Dis¬ 
trict because the City did 
not own the land. 

The Council asked 
Childers to file paperwork 
with the state seeking relief 
since the flooding occurred 
after the intersection was 
rebuilt along with the ex¬ 
pansion of Carlisle Avenue 
last decade.

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County man files suit against Taylor County jail

The Central Ken¬ 
tucky News Journal re¬ 
ports a Greensburgman 
has filed suit against 
the Taylor County De¬ 
tention Center claim¬ 
ing he was unlawfully 
fired. 

The CKNJ said in 
a report Monday that 
Elizabethtown attor¬ 
ney Larry Ashlock filed 
a complaint on Jerry 
Fields’ behalf in Taylor 
Circuit Court in April 
12. According to the 
complaint, Fields was 
employed at at Tay¬ 
lor County Detention 
Center from 2008- 
10. The CKNJ reports 
the suit claims Fields 
received a termination 
letter stating that he 
was being fired for sev¬ 
eral reasons, including 
a doctor’s note having 
expired on March 10, 


2010; him not being 
eligible for medical 
leave because he hadn’t 
worked one year before 
the leave began; a neck 
injury he claimed not 
being related to a shoul¬ 
der injury cited in a 
worker’s compensation 
claim; him not attempt¬ 
ing to make contact with 
the jail and his failure 
to tell his employer the 
status of his injury. 

Fields is claiming 
that his firing was in 
violation of his consti¬ 
tutional rights and the 
TaylorCounty Adminis¬ 
trative Code because he 
wasn’t given an oppor¬ 
tunity to refute the rea¬ 
sons for his firing and 
the complaint states 
that Fields believes he 
was terminated in re¬ 
taliation to him filing 
a workers’ compensa¬ 
tion claim, according to 
the CKNJ. Fields states

The Human 
Condition 


The Bible provides us with many good 
examples of humanity. Adam, Moses, 
and Jesus are archetypes of humanity. 
But, it is also true that being human is 
radically different now than it was in 
Biblical times. Culture and technology 
have changed us to such an extent that 
being human in the modern world is 
fundamentally different than it was in the 
ancient world, or even a few hundred 
years ago. Our species may not have 
changed much in terms of biology, but in 
terms of psychology and culture, the 
differences are vast. This goes beyond 
such superficial questions as whether 
Jesus would have a Twitter account or a 
Facebook page were he alive today. Part 
of what defines us as human is that we 
are cultural beings. That is, we grow up 
within a culture and that particular 
culture is grafted onto us. This is one of 
the reasons why the humanities are 
important as an area of study. They help 
us to understand what it is to be human. 
Works of fiction are sometimes 
denigrated by those with a practical bent, 
but good fiction is often an exploration of 
what it is like to be a human being. 
Humanity is constantly reinventing itself, 
all the while questioning the implications 
of that reinvention. One reason to study 
the Bible is because it gives a number of 
very deep answers to the question of 
what it means to be human.

Another school year is drawing to a close — 
so if you have young children, they’re one 
year closer to the day when they head off to 
college. And both you and your children need 
to prepare for that day. Your kids can do so 
by developing good study habits. As for you, 
it’s never too soon to start preparing for the 
high costs of higher education. 

Just how costly is college? According to the 
College Board’s figures for the 2012-13 aca¬ 
demic year, the average cost for one year at 
an in-state four-year public school is $22,261; 
for a private school, the comparable expense 
is $43,289. And if college costs continue 
rising faster than the general inflation rate, 
these figures will increase substantially in the 
years ahead. 

Of course, it’s entirely possible that your kids 
will receive some scholarships or grants, 
which can significantly lower your out-of- 
pocket price tag. Nonetheless, it’s probably 
a good idea not to count on your offspring 
getting a “full ride” to school — which means 
that you may want to start exploring college- 
savings vehicles. 

Fortunately, you have some attractive op¬ 
tions, one of which is a 529 plan. 

When you contribute to a 529 plan, your 
earnings accumulate tax free, provided they 
are used for qualified higher education ex¬ 
penses. (Keep in mind, though, that 529 plan 
distributions not used for qualified expenses 
may be subject to federal and state income 
tax and a 10% IRS penalty.) Furthermore, 
your 529 plan contributions may be deduct¬ 
ible from your state taxes. However, 529 
plans vary, so be sure to check with your tax 
advisor regarding deductibility. 

A 529 plan offers other benefits, too. For one 
thing, the lifetime contribution limits for 529 


plans are quite generous; while these limits 
vary by state, some plans allow contribu¬ 
tions well in excess of $200,000. Plus, a 
529 plan is flexible: if your child, grandchild 
or other beneficiary decides against college 
or vocational school, you can transfer the 
unused funds to another family member, tax 
and penalty free. 

While a 529 plan may be a good choice for 
building resources for college, it’s certainly 
not the only choice. For example, a Coverdell 
Education Savings Account, like a 529 plan, 
can generate tax-free earnings if the money 
is used for higher education expenses. How¬ 
ever, you can typically only put in a maximum 
of $2,000 per year to a Coverdell account. 

Another college-savings possibility is a custo¬ 
dial account, known as an UGMAor UTMA, 
which offers some tax benefits, no contri¬ 
bution limits, and may have an impact on 
financial aid. You might also consider invest¬ 
ing in a zero-coupon bond that matures just 
when your child is ready for college. Unlike 
other bonds, you won’t receive regular inter¬ 
est payments with a zero-coupon bond, but 
you purchase it at a deep discount, so you 
might find the affordability factor to be worth 
considering. (Be aware, though, that even 
though you don’t actually receive the interest 
payments annually, you’ll still be liable for the 
taxes on them, so before purchasing a zero 
coupon bond, consult with your tax advisor). 

Whichever college-savings vehicles you 
choose, try to put them to work as early as 
you can. Before you know it, today’s first- 
graders will be tomorrow’s college freshmen.

faculty members on any 
computer issues,” she 
said. “This was also a 
trial run for us to see 
if we wanted students 
to work as part of the 
school’s tech team.” 

In all,seven students 
took the practicum, re¬ 
sponding to pleas for 
help when computers 
or peripherals went 
down.

“At first we went as a 
group, but as they pro¬ 
gressed and learned, 
they would go individu¬ 
ally with me,” she said.

The students often 
ran cables, connected 
printers and checked 
the status of hard drives 
and monitors. Judd said 
the most calls came af¬ 
ter school breaks or 
storms. 

“Computers don’t like 
storms,’ she said. 

GCHS Junior Josh 
Varsho said the program 
helped him determine 
he would like to have a 
career in the IT field. 

“I knew a lot about 
computers but this 
helped me advance my 
knowledge of it,” he said. 
“It showed me a lot of sit¬ 
uations I would be put in 
and helped me learn a 
lot of things.” 

Judd said in addi¬ 
tion to the benefits to 
the school district, the 
program fits in with the 
other school programs. 

“Like nursing stu¬ 
dents who get hands 
on nursing, this is the 
same thing,” she said. “I

think they figured out 
whether they want to do 
something in technology 
or not.” 

GCHS teacher Tana 
Rattliff said having the 
students available is 
wonderful. 

“If we have some¬ 
thing going on with the 
computers we can talk 
with Ms. Judd and the 
problem is fixed that 
very day,” she said. 

Judd, who also is the 
district’s web mistress, 
utilized the students to 
create a series of online 
videos for faculty mem¬ 
bers to consult on com¬ 
mon occurrences and 
how to fix them. 

“When it was slow, 
and they weren’t getting 
many calls, I would ask 
them to make a video as 
we learned something 
new,” she said. “If we 
are having the same is¬ 


sue with teachers over 
and over we are not go¬ 
ing to have to run to the 
different buildings, they 
can pull it up on video.” 


Juddsaidtheprogram 
needs a few tweaks if it 
is funded next school 
year. 

“The students need 
more education in the 
computer areas and a set 
schedule, and perhaps 
a bit more confidence,” 
she said. “Experiments 
always run rough and 
you can’t judge it by the 


first year.” 

Superintendent of 
Schools Jim Frank said 
he sees the benefits of 
the program. 

“I think anytime that 
wecanexposestudentsto 
potential career choices, 
and use them to benefit 
the schools at the same 
time, it is something we 
should look at,” he said.

H.B. Clark, a course 
designer in Bowling 
Green, said he de¬ 
signed the local course, 
which officially opens 
Saturday, as a fair, 
but challenging course 
which all skill levels 
can enjoy He called the 
course a recreational 
one as compared to a 
harder course aimed at 
professional players 

“I tried to make the 
course risk and re¬ 
ward and to include 
all aspects of the game, 
without making it too 


difficult,” he said. 

Clark said the 
benefits of disc golf 
are many, offering a 
healthy endeavor that 
does not require a ma¬ 
jor investment in ei¬ 
ther time or money. 

“Youcanplayaround 
in 45 minutes, which 
is perfect for some¬ 
one who doesn’t want 
to spend four hours 
playing ball golf,” he 
said. “And equipment 
doesn’t cost a lot.” 

Clark said a player 
will walk about a mile- 
and-a-quarter during 
round. 

He said new players 
generally have trouble 
with longer shots, in¬ 
cluding both distance 
and accuracy. He en¬ 
couraged new players 
to persevere, though, 
because as skills de¬ 
velop, the enjoyment 
of the game grows. 

“Play just for fun 
and enjoy the cama¬ 
raderie and competi¬ 


tion,” he said. “But 
I encourage them to 
keep score each time 
they play and chal¬ 
lenge themselves to do 
better than their last 
round. This is a very 
personal game.” 

Clark said the ama¬ 
teur ranks of the sport 
are growing and on any 
given weekend you can 
go play up to four tour¬ 
naments within a five- 
hour drive of south 
central Kentucky. 

Greensburg’s Event 
Coordinator Ron Jones 
has been bitten by 
the disc golf bug and 
is often found on the 
course. 

“I started playing 
because my sons all 
played, and now all 
my friends are playing 
it and every time I play 
it the better it gets,” he 
said. “It’s a fun experi¬ 
ence.” 

Jones said the phys¬ 
ical exertion to play a 
round is not that great, 
but it gets a body mov¬ 
ing, but not constantly 
like walking or jog¬ 
ging. 

“It’s just a little more 
than a stroll in the 
park, because while 
you are throwing a 
disc, it is not constant,” 
he said. “You get to rest 
while the others you 
are playing with make 
their shots.” 

Disc Golf Basics 

If you’ve never heard 
of disc golf, but might 
like to give it a try, here 
are some basics. 

Disc Golf is played 
like ball golf except 
the goal is to throw a

of hitting a ball into a 
hole.

Moves to put seniors 
back in the game 


For Americans 65 
and older, falling down 
can be the worst thing 
to happen to them, ac¬ 
cording to statistics 
from the National 
Council on Aging. 

One in three seniors 
experiences a signifi¬ 
cant fall each year and 
every 35 minutes, an el¬ 
derly person dies from 
a fall — the leading 
cause of death for se¬ 
niors. These activities 
benefit all seniors and 
help stave off falls. 

• The cross-crawl: 
March in place, lifting 
the knees high. At the 
same time, reach across 
and touch the liftedknee 
with the opposite hand 
or elbow; alternate and 
keep going. This can be 
done sitting, standing 
or lying down. 

• Forward toe-touch 
dancer: If needed, use 
a chair for assistance. 


Place your feet shoul¬ 
der-width apart. Now, 
simultaneously extend 
your left foot and your 
right arm forward. Keep 
your left toes pointed 
down, touching the 
floor; or for more diffi¬ 
culty, maintain the toes 
a few inches off the floor. 
Repeat this move with 
your left arm and right 
foot. Hold each pose for 
several seconds, and in¬ 
crease holding time. 

• Side-step walk: 
Bring your right foot 
across the left and 
step down three to five 
inches away from the 
left foot, ankles crossed. 
The closer the feet, the 
harder it is to balance. 
Alternate crossing the 
foot in front and then 
behind the other foot as 
you move along; repeat 
several times, then do 
the same with opposite 
feet.

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Green County Food Pantry serves needs in the community

The Green County 
Food Pantry is provid¬ 
ing a valuable service to 
its patrons. Organized 
in 1996 by the Ministe¬ 
rial Association, it was 
set up for individuals 
and families to come in 
every three months. 

Speaking to the 
Greensburg Rotary 
Club May 7 at Long- 
hunters Coffee and Tea 
Company, Food Pantry 
Coordinator Cheryl 
Blakeman said that 
it was formed when 
a need was seen due 
to the financial hard¬ 
ships when Fruit of the 
Loom left this area. 

“The experience as 
coordinator has given 
me a lot of insight into 
the conditions of many 
Green County fami¬ 
lies. I truly feel that the 
Food Pantry is a minis¬ 
try and blessing to our 
patrons,” she said. 


According to Blake¬ 
man, those seeking 
items from the pantry 
must be residents of 
the county and must 
meet certain eligibility 
guidelines since some 
of the food comes from 
the government. 

Eligibility require¬ 
ments are that a single 
person’s income may 
not exceed $1,211 and 
a family of five, an in¬ 
come of no more than 
approximately $2,900. 

In 1999, Blakeman 
said, just over 300 gro¬ 
cery cart baskets of 
food were provided to 
individuals and fami¬ 
lies. In 2004, 1,442 
baskets of food were 
given out and the 
number has remained 
steady ever since, she 
said. 

The categories of 
food include govern¬ 
ment commodities, 
food bank items and 
donated items. 

Because of gov-

ernment guidelines, 
there is a limit on 
the amount of each 
item that is avail¬ 
able for distribution, 
Blakeman said. From 
month-to-month, gov¬ 
ernment commod¬ 
ity items may include 
canned meat, canned 
vegetables and fruits, 
cereal, peanut butter 
and bottled juice. 

She said typically 
three or four items are 


ordered monthly and 
up to 36 cases of any 
one item may be or¬ 
dered at any one time. 

Food bank items 
may include frozen 
meat, soups, canned 
vegetables, macaroni 
and snack foods. Items 
are paid for by money 
donated to the Min¬ 
isterial Association, 
Blakeman said. 

Donated food comes 
from churches, orga¬ 
nizations and indi¬ 
viduals. Items such as 
macaroni and cheese, 
peanut butter, soup 
and jello are typical, 
she said. 

In the summer, gar¬ 
deners donate fresh 
produce. 

Non-food items 
such as toilet tissue, 
diapers, shampoo, 
toothpaste, deodor¬ 
ant and detergent 
are also distributed 
if available. Accord¬ 
ing to Blakeman, 
these items can’t be 


purchased with food 
stamps. 

She mentioned the 
backpack program, 
in partnership with 
county agencies and 
the school system. 
Food is provided to 
those students iden¬ 
tified as being at risk 
of going hungry on 
weekends. Students 
are given 8-12 items 
each week. Blake¬ 
man said a one-time 
donation of $100 will 
supply a child in the 
program each week 
for the entire school 
year. 

According to Blake¬ 
man, each week there 
will be typically one 
to four new families 
along with many of its 
regular patrons. 

Donations come 
about in various ways 
and the money is spent 
wisely. 

“We have all be¬ 
come bargain shop¬ 
pers,” she said. 


Inventory of donat¬ 
ed food runs low at 
times, Blakeman said, 
especially during the 
spring and fall. 

Typically 20-35 
families are served 
each week during its 
hours of operation 
from 10 a.m. to 1 p.m. 
on Thursday. 

An individual may 
give a monetary do¬ 
nation by check to 
the Ministerial Asso¬ 
ciation specified for 
the Food Pantry, she 
said, and receive a tax 
credit. All donations 
are appreciated and 
accepted. 

“Hunger is year 
round,” Blakeman 
said. 

“The future success 
of the pantry will de¬ 
pend on the generos¬ 
ity of our community. 
Together, we can con¬ 
tinue to make this 
ministry a blessing 
to those who need our 
help,” she said.

Whenever you work 
around or beneath 
farm machines or ma¬ 
chine components held 
up by hydraulics, you 
should always engage 
the locking devices 
supplied by the man¬ 
ufacturer. Hydraulic 
systems can leak or

Farmers battle persistent precipitation 


2013 Kentucky CRP Sign-up Begins Monday 


Special to the R-H 

Farm Service Agency 
State Executive Direc¬ 
tor John W. McCauley 
reminds landowners, 
farmers, and ranchers 
that the opportunity to 
enroll in the Conserva¬ 
tion Reserve Program 
general sign-up 45 
begins Monday, May 
20 and ends June 14. 
Producers who want to 
offer eligible land for 
CRP’s competitive gen¬ 
eral sign-up may enroll 
at the Farm Service 


Agency county office 
where their farm re¬ 
cords are maintained. 

CRP is a voluntary 
program available to 
agricultural producers 
to help them use envi¬ 
ronmentally sensitive 
land for conservation 
benefits. Producers 
enrolled in CRP plant 
long-term, resource 
conserving covers to 
improve the quality of 
water, control soil ero¬ 
sion, and develop wild¬ 
life habitat. In return, 
USDA provides partici¬ 


pants with rental pay¬ 
ments and cost-share 
assistance. Contract 
duration is between 10 
and 15 years. Producers 
with expiring contracts 
and producers with en- 
vironmentallysensitive 
land are encouraged to 
evaluate their options 
under CRP. 

CRP continues to 
make major contribu¬ 
tions to national ef¬ 
forts to improve water 
and air quality, prevent 
soil erosion by protect¬ 
ing the most sensitive 


areas including those 
prone to flash flooding 
and runoff. At the same 
time, CRP has helped 
increase populations of 
pheasants, quail, ducks, 
and other rare species, 
like the sage grouse, the 
lesser prairie chicken, 
and others. 

Producers that are 
accepted in the sign-up 
can receive cost-share 
assistance for plant¬ 
ing covers and receive 
an annual rental pay¬ 
ment for the length 
of the contract (10-15 


years). Producers also 
are encouraged to look 
into CRP’s other enroll¬ 
ment opportunities of¬ 
fered on a continuous, 
non-competitive, sign¬ 
up basis. Continuous 
sign-ups often provide 
additional financial as¬ 
sistance. Those sign-up 
dates will be announced 
later.

USDA resumes program payments

U.S. Department 
of Agriculture’s Farm 
Service Agency Admin¬ 
istrator Juan M. Garcia 
announced May 8 that 
farm payments, which 
had been temporarily 
suspended due to se¬ 
questration, are sched¬ 
uled to resume today, 
May 8. This includes 
payments for the 2011 
Supplemental Revenue 
Assistance Payments 
Program (SURE), the 
Noninsured Crop As¬ 
sistance Program and 
the Milk Income Loss 
Contract Program. 

“I’m pleased to an¬ 
nounce that farmers 
and ranchers can ex¬ 
pect to begin receiving 
their payments begin¬ 
ning today, May 8,” said 
Garcia. “We appreciate 
the producers’ patience 
during the delay. We’re 
working diligently to 
get these payments out 
as quickly as possible.” 

On March 4 FSA be¬ 
gan a temporary sus- 
pensionofFSAprogram 
payments in order to 
assess the impact of se¬ 


questration and deter¬ 
mine the least-disrup¬ 
tive process possible for 
carrying out required 
cuts. The Department 
will use the Secre¬ 
tary’s limited author¬ 
ity to transfer funds to 
avoid reducing these 
program payments. 

Producers should 
be advised that pro¬ 
gram sign-up periods 
currently underway 
have the following en¬ 
rollment deadlines: 
2013 Average Crop 
Revenue Election Pro¬ 
gram - June 3rd; 2011 
SURE - June 7; and 
the 2013 Direct and 
Counter-Cyclical Pro¬ 
gram - August 2nd. 
Producers should con¬ 
tact their local Farm 
Service Agency office 
as soon as possible for 
appointments to en¬ 
roll in these programs 
before the deadlines. 

USDA has made a 
concerted effort to de¬ 
liver results for the 
American people, even 
as USDA implements 
sequestration - the 
across-the-board bud¬ 
get reductions man¬ 


dated under terms of 
the Budget Control 
Act. USDAhas already 
undertaken historic ef¬
